It 
was said that Governor Roosevelt 
was likely to fill the vacancy causeu 
by Justice Crain’s resignation by the 
appointment of District Attorney 
Joab H. Banton and that he also 
might appoint Mr. Pecora to serve as 
District Attorney until Jan. 1. Such 
action, it was said, would put Mr. 
Pecora in a position where he might 
get a judicial position next year. 

Justice Crain, who is 69 years old, 
would reach the retirement age of 70 
next vear if he were to remain on 
the bench. It had been generally un 
derstood that Maurice Bloch, minor 
ity leader of the Assembly, Was 
slated for the Democratic nomina- 
tion to fill the vacancy A constitu- 
tional provision prevents the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Bloch by the Governor 
but there was said to be a possibility 
that the Governor might not fil th 
vacancy and that he might receive 
+he nomination. The nominations for 
Supreme Court Justice are not made 
in the primary election but will be 
made at a convention Sept. 30. 

The switch of Mr. Farley from 
County Clerk to Sheriff was brought 
about by friends of Mr. Finn. It had 
been believed until shortly before the 
meeting that Mr. Farley was to be 
renominated for his present post.

Fair Winds and Good Weather

Dr. James H. Kimball, Weather 
Bureau meteorologist, said late 
yesterday that the Graf Zeppelin

So quickly did the accident happen 
that the three mehanics were thrown 
from the plane into the water and a 
heavy ladder, used to climb from the 
floats to the upper surface of the 
wing, was hurled into the water, 
where the swells swept it danger- 
ously close to the submerged tail sur- 
faces. 


Swift Action to Save Plane. 


Sharp orders came swiftly from 
Lieutenant Williams and Chief En- 
gineer Kean on the float, who real- 
ized the danger of the plane slipping 


further back into the water, sub- 
merging and perhaps damaging the 
valuable motor. 

A naval launch manned by blue- 
jackets swung into position back of 
the plane to guard it against further 
submersion, while the workers on 
the float carefully pushed the nose 
of the left pontoon from where it 
had perched on the float when the 
right poe and wing had sub- 
merged. 

As the left pontoon was freed from 
the float, the right pontoon sud- 
denly rose to the surface again, 
calming the fears of naval engineers 
in charge of the plane that the right 
pontoon had collapsed, causing the 
accident. 

They said later that the plane had 
been thrown off balance when all of 
the weight of the three mechanics 
working on it had moved to the right 
side. 


Williams Had Planned to Fly. 


Just before the accident had oc- 
curred, Mrs. Williams, who has fol 
lowed the preparations for the test 
with the greatest interest. had been 
adjusting her husband's parachute 
for what both confidently believed

Unready to Predict Speed. 


Lieutenant Williams said he had

‘We don’t know what it will do,” 
(he said. ‘‘We have our own ideas, 
but they are no better than- yours 
until the plane is run over the speed 
course. Remember the record is only 
318 miles an hour.”’ 

Outlining the plans for the tests, 
he said that he first must determine 
how the plane handles during taxi- 
ing on the water. 

‘‘All we know about the plane thus 
far is what our aerodynamical cal- 
culations tell us,’’ he said. ‘‘We 
won’t know whether it can fly until 
I actually get it into the air. Then 
it will be necessary for us to deter- 
mine its top speed.”’ 

The speed tests will be timed over 
a new course of three kilometers 
laid out off Kent Island on the Mary- 
land eastern shore of Chesapeake 
Bay, Lieutenant Williams said. The 
photo-electric apparatus for the tim- 
ling is entirely automatic and the 
first of its kind in this country. It 
will time the speed of the plane to 
a twentieth of a second. 


HALDEMAN PLANS FLIGHT. 


| Ruth Elder’s Pilot at Old Orchard 
Is Silent on “Long Hop’s’’ Goal.

George Haldeman, pilot for Ruth El- 
der in her futile attempt to fly the 
Atlantic two years ago in The Amer- 
ican Girl, disclosed while here today 
demonstrating a Bellanca plane that 
he was preparing for a “‘long flight 
and intimated that his take-off would 
be from Old Orchard Beach.

During 
the war-she went repeatedly to 
France and England to organize the 
German espionage system. Among 
her agents was the dancer Mata 
Hari, who was put to death by a 
French firing squad during the 
wal 

During one visit to Paris, where 
she went to give the chief agent, M. 
Coudyanis, direct instructions, she 
was denounced to the French au- 
thorities by M. Coudyanis's jealous 
fiancée but escaped. She returned to 
Paris a few months later and re- 
ceived valuable documents from the 
Rumanian dancer, Rene Coloscu, 
which she decided to take to Berlin 
personally. 

She was stopped at the Swiss bor- 
and was escorted bv a soldier. 
followed, apparently willingly, 
but when out of earshot of the sol- 
dier’s companion drew a concealed 
revolver and shot the guard dead. 
The next morning she appeared on 
the Swiss side and another guard 
was found dead at the border. 

Her parents died during the war 
and left her a large fortune, which 
proves she was not after money but 
loved intrigue more than life. When 
war and its excitement ended 
took to morphine, which com- 
pletely undermined her body and 
mind, and although only 34, she is 
dead to the world.

LITHUANIAN CHARGES 
ANSWERED BY POLAND. 


Denies All Responsibility for At- 
tempt on Life of Waldemaras | 
in Note to League of Nations. 


WARSAW, Aug. 8 (#).—The Polish 
Government, through its delegate to 
the League of Nations, handed a 
note to the Secretary General of the 
League today answering the note 
sent to the League by Premier Wal- 


demaras of Lithuania purporting to 
show that the Polish Government or | 
its agents had some connection with 
the attempt on his life on May 6. 

The Polish note said an answer 
was being made to the Lithuanian 
note solely out of respect for the 
League of Nations. It is contended 
that Poland has given sufficient 
proof of peaceful intentions toward 
Lithuania, and the note protests em- 
phatically against what is con- 
sidered a Lithuanian attempt to 
make Poland responsible for meas- 
ures applied by the Lithuanian Gov- 
ernment against its political adver- 
saries. It is asserted that these 
measures aroused Lithuanian and 
foreign public opinion, 

The Polish note is considered to 
prove in detail that the allegations 
of Premier Waldemaras are ground- 
less, | 


Relations between Poland and 
Lithuania have been strained for 
some time, because of a controversy | 
over possession of the city of Vilna, 
claimed by the Lithuanians, but now 
a part of Poland.

Kaesar, Pilot, and 2 Companions 
Admit Plans as They Leave

PARIS, Aug. 8.—A new candidate 
for the east-to-west transatlantic 
flight made his bow today when the 
aviator Kaesar admitted to 
newspaper men just before he hopped 
off for Lisbon that he would attempt 
to reach New York by way of the 
Azores from the Portuguese capital. 
Kaesar, accompanied by two other 
Swiss, Tchopp as navigator and 
Luscher as mechanic, arrived at Le 
Bourget on Monday from Zurich in 
a French Farman monoplane with 
230-horsepower Titan motors without 
any knowledge of their ambitious 
intentions having preceded them. 
Customs officers who inspected the 
machine noticed that it had unus- 
ually large fuel tanks installed in the 
fuselage. Replying to their ques- 
tions, Kaesar admitted that his plane 
has a gasoline capacity of 460 gal- 
lons which he_ estimated would 
keep him in the alr for fifty hours 
He believes only forty hours will be 
required for the Lisbon-New York 
flight. The plane carries a pneumatic 
rubber lifeboat. Kaesar did not re- 
veal his plans until after he had had 
his compass compensated today and 
all preparations for the take off had 
been completed here.

Excluding her debt to 
the United States, Great Britain's 
war debt is £6,500,000,000 (about 
$32,500,000,000). 

Points to Financial Sacrifices. 

“Talk of sacrifices! At the end 
of the war her late allies owed Great 
Britain £2,000,000,000 (about $10,000,- 
000,000), which Great Britain ad- 
vanced to them to keep their armies 
in the field. She has made with 
them all most magnanimous settle- 
ments. And Great Britain owed 
America slightly less than £1,000,- 
000,000 (about $5,000,000,000), for 
which she must pay over sixty-two 
years an aggregate of £2,200,000,000 
(about $11,000.000,000). 

“Contrast that statement with 
America to the settlement made with 
Great Britain's allies. France owed 
Great Britain £600,000,000 (about 
$3,000,000,000), and that has been 
settled on a present value basis of 


£227,000,000 (about $1,135,000,000). 
Britain's settlement with Italy was 
still more generous. Italy owed us 


£560,000,000 (about $2,800,000,000) and 
that has been settled on a present 
value basis for £78,000,000 (about 
$390,000,000). 

“If the Young plan went Into ef- 
fect as written, Great Britain would 
sacrifice to Italy another £30,000,000 
(about $150,000.000), meaning that 
for the loan of £560,000,000 we would 
get £48,000,000 (about $240,000,000). 
But the British taxpayer must keep 
on paying for the total amount."’

TTALY INAUGURATES 
NEW MARRIAGE LAW 


Rush of Couples to Altar as 
Rules Prescribed by Vatican 
Treaties Take Effect. 





CHURCH WEDDING ENOUGH 


Previous Marriages by the State 


Only May Be Annulled——Husband 


Declared Head of Family. 


————___—___— 


ROME, Aug. 8 (*).—Tcday through- 
out Italy the new marriage rules 
and regulations called for by the 
Lateran Treaties between Italy and 
the Holy See came into force and 
wherever young couples went to the 
altar to be bound in matrimony they 
listened to the priest's explanation 
that now and henceforth marriage 
by the Church is sufficient and 
marriage by the State is not neces- 
sary 

There was a great rush of young 
couples to avail themselves of the 
new simplified “procedure, many 
having put off their marriage date 


until the accord went into effect. 
Practically every parish priest had 
several marriages to perform this 
morning. | 


During the last several weeks the 
priests of the kingdom have been 
studying the instructions issued by 
the Vatican and at the same time the 
newspapers have been acquainting 
the people with what they must do. 

Fundamentally the new regulations 
do not make radical changes. All 
they do is to bring marriages by the 
Church, which several generations 
of anti-clerical politicians in Italy 
had lowered in standing, equal to the 
status enjoyed by marriage by the 
Church in America. Previous to the 
Lateran accord persons also had to 
be married by the State, otherwise 
their Church marriage had no stand- 
ing in the eyes of the civil law. 


Form of Notice Changed. 


Accompanying this fundamental 
change, however, are a number of 


interesting detailea regulations. 
Among these is the publication of the 
intention of the man and woman 


to marry, which also calls upon any- 
one to offer objections to the union 
who may have them to offer. 

Up to now this publication, consist- 
ing of a kind of printed handbill, 
had been pasted on a bulletin ‘board 
outside the City Hall. Henceforth a 
handbill will be posted within the 
parish churches of the couple for at 
least eight days before the marriage, 
and also at the City Hall. The priest 
will continue the custom of announc- 
ing the forthcoming marriage from 


the altar for at least fifteen days be- 


fore the wedding. 

Close cooperation between the ec- 
clesiastical and _ civil authorities 
seems to mark the matrimonial sec- 
tion of the treaties. The priest who 
performs the marriage notifies the 
Italian equivalent of the county clerk 
within five days, giving names and 
details of the parties to the mar- 
riage. The priest explains to the 
couple not only the regulations of 
the Church, but also those of the 
State.

NOBILE FINISHES BOOK. 


Goes to Prague to Arrange for Czech 
Translation of Polar Story. 
Special Cable to Tus New York Times. 
PRAGUE, Aug. 8.—General Um- 
berto Nobile, who commanded the 
airship Italia on her flight to the 
North Pole and who only a year ago 
was the idol of thousands, being 
cheered to the echo everywhere, ar- 
rived in Prague almost unnoticed to- 
night. The only persons awaiting 
him on the platform were two news- 

paper men. ; 

In reply to a question as to the 
purpose of his visit the General re- 
plied 

“T have come to Prague to nego- 
tlate with a publisher for the Czech 
translation of my book on the Polar 
expedition. The Italian version 1s 
finished. The book is in two parts, 
one dealing with the history of the 
expedition, the other with the scien- 
tific results obtained.”’ 

Asked whether it was true that he 
had withdrawn to the hills around 
Rome, living in the strictest retire- 
ment, General Nobile replied: 

‘It is quite untrue; I never left 
Rome since I returned.” 

He refused to answer any ques- 
tions concerning the Polar expedition 
itself, or concerning the lawsuit aris- 
ing therefrom, or his standing with 
the Fascist Government. 


EDUCATORS OPEN CONGRESS 


2,000 Assemble at Elsinore Castle— 
Danish Premier Speaks.

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 8.—The Inter- 
national Education Congress opened 
today at ancient Kronborg Castle in 
the idyllic town of Elsinore, North 
Zeeland, where 2,000 delegates from 
almost all the countries of the world 
assembled.

The Conservative Daify Telegraph 
directs its attack chiefly at that part 
of the Young report which ‘‘expressly 
permits the re-export of reparations 
goods.’’ The Young plan, says The 
Telegraph, suggests ‘‘suitable  re- 
strictions’’ on re-exportation. 

“The only suitable restriction {fs 
compiecte prohibition,’ it declares. 

“Stand fast!’’ is the injunction of 
the Liberal Daily Chronicle to Mr. 
Snowden, adding 

‘‘Nothing could have been better 
than this initial statement of the 
British case. But henceforth he must 
do more than state it—he must make 
it prevail.”’ 

The Chronicle declares Mr. Snow- 
den found no British friends around 
the conference table. 


“The British delegation, ff they 
stand firm on it, have a rock from 
which they cannot be dislodged. Mr. 


Snowden will, of course, hear rough 
words. The French and possibly the 
Italians will exclaim that the confer- 
ence must break up.”’ 

The Chronicle doubts whether {It 
will, and concludes: 

“Better a breakup than another 
concession to the practice of treating 
Britain as the world’s milch cow. 
She was milked by her allies through- 
out the Great War; by them and by 
America she has been milked since.

Schacht Urges Evacuation.

PSYCHOLOGY RELIEVES

All failed and her physician decided 
to attack the malady as a psycho- 
logical problem. 

The new and successful theory was 
this: Miss Stone had hiccoughed 
*so long that, to her, hiccoughs had 
become a normal element in her life. 
Hysteria induced by the continued 
strain had made her incapable of 
conceiving that she could recover. 

Strong injections of a powerful 


drug caused her to sleep and today | 


to experience such discomfort that 


her mind, long occupied solely by 
hiccoughs, centred on the new 
trouble. She promptly ceased to 


hiccough. 

Tonight, her physician said, ‘‘she 
ate a meal that would knock you 
down,’’ and was completely at ease 
The drug treatment was aided by 
complete isolation from every one 
except nurses and doctors.

‘‘Laws relating to the property, 
affairs or government of cities, and 
the several departments thereof, are 
divided into general and special city 
laws; general and special city laws 
are those which relate to all the 
cities of one or more classes; special 
city laws are those which relate to a 
single city or to than all the 
cities of a class.’ 

“If the rapid transit 
cussion in the Admiral 
pany case related to the ‘property. 
affairs or government of a city.’ and 
was a special law, it came within 
those provisions of the Constitution 
which required its submission to the 
Mayor of the city of New York for 
his approval. This court, as above 
stated, decided that the rapid transit 
act, dealing with railroads, whether 
of one or more cities—it made no dif- 
ference—was not a law relating tothe 
‘property, affairs or government of 
cities.’ You see how slowly we must 
zo in jumping at conclusions as to 
what the people of this State meaat 
by the ‘affairs of a city’—much less, 
very much less, than most people 
consider the word ‘affairs’ to mean 

‘‘Apparently nothing so nearly af- 
fects the property or government of 
a city as its jurisdiction. To change 
the boundaries of the city of New 
York either by contraction or ex- 
pansion touches it in its government 
and in its property, using the word 
‘property’ in its widest sense as asso 
ciated with jurisdiction. Yet we held 
in the.City of New York v. the Vil- 
lage of Lawrence that a change in 
boundary by the Legislature was not 
a law coming within the home rule 
provisions. The degree of the change 
or its importance, could not and did 
not affect the principle. It either 
was or was not a law touching the 
property and government of the city,

TAKES OWN LIFE 


Composer Stabs Himself at the 
Home of His Father in 
Lynn, Mass. 


HAD NERVOUS BREAKDOWN | 


Author of Musical Comety Scores 


Was Known for His Work Here 


and in Europe.

LYNN, Mass., Aug. 8.—Romilly 
Johnson, 46 years old, composer who 
wrote the music for Broadway musi- 


cal comedies, committeed suicide by 
stabbing himself in the heart with a 
bread knife at the home of his 
father, Benjamin N. Johnson of 109 
Nahant Street, according to the find- 
ing today of Dr. Nathaniel P. Breed, 
medical examiner. 

Mr. Johnson was 
bed in his room early yesterday by 
Arthur M. Begley of New York, 
composer and close friend, who was 
his guest. Mr. Johnson had retired 
early Tuesday night after bidding’ 
other members of his family good- 
night, and his death was not re- 
vealed until the filing of the suicide 
verdict today. 

Private funeral services will be held 
tomorrow and the burial will be at 
Pine Grove Cemetery in Lynn. 

Known in musical circles in this 
country and in Europe, Mr. Johnson 
recently returned to Lynn from a 
tour of the Continent and was ac- 
companied by Mr. Bagley. who has 
been his close companion for twenty- 
two years. Because of his intense 
interest in music he had suffered a 
nervous breakdown and had been 
under the care of a New York physi- 
cian. Faom all appearances he was 
winning his fight to regain his 
health. 

Mr. Johnson was born in Lynn May 
6, 1883, prepared for college at Hop- 
kinson School and was graduated 
from Bowdoin College, where he 
distinguished himself in music. He 
then went abroad and studied piano 
under European artists. For fifteen 
years he made his home in Florence, 
Italy. 

He was the author and composer 
of three symphonies and prepared a 
number of songs for Earl Carroll's 
musical comedies. 

He is survived by his parents, two 
brothers, Benjamin N. Johnson Jr. 
and Richard R. Johnson, and a sis- 
ter, Mrs. Marion Johnson Charles. 

His father was in New Hampshire 
when, the composer ended his life.

The Legislature's Intentions. 


“The fact is the State Legislature, 
in drafting those provisions which 
subsequently, by the vote of the peo- 
ple, became the home rule measure 
in the Constitution, knew and real- 
ized the words, ‘property, affairs or 
government of cities,’ did not include 
health measures, or those already 
covered by the tenement house law, 
which of its nature is a health 
measure, 

‘Immediately after the adoption of 
the Constitution, this same Legisla- 
ture of the State of New York passed 
the home rule law specifically ex- 
empting from the power of the cities 
the right to make changes in any 
provision of the tenement house law. 

“The multiple dwelling law, here 
under discussion before us, is the 
tenement house law with another 
name. It is a result of the remod- 
eling of the tenement house act. 

‘“‘Reason as well as authority jus- 
tifies a conclusion that these health 
measures must be a matter of State 
concern. 

“The police power of the State 
has never been questioned when it 
dealt directly with hygienic condi- 
tions of a community. Unless the 
intent is clear or reasonably certain 
it should not now be limited or 
whittled away by the reform known 
as home rule for cities. Let us rec- 
ognize in our decision the useful 
division which custom and practice 
have made between those things 
which are considered State affairs, 
and those which are purely the af- 
fairs of cities."’ 

Judge Cardozo's Opinion, 

Chief Judge Cardozo, in his opin- 
ion, declared that the multipie 
dwelling law is aimed at many evils, 
‘‘but most of all it is a measure to 
eradicate the slum,’’ he continued. 
“It seeks to bring about conditions 
whereby healthy children shall be 
born, and healthy men and women 
reared, in the dwellings of the great 
metropolis. To have such men and 
women Is not a city concern mereiy. 
It is the concern of the whole State. 
I do not know how many statutes we 
shall have to uproot, nor where we 
shall have to draw the line hereafte: 
nor what confusion we mayrbe invit- 
ing, if we speak differently now." 
Judge Pound concurring with 
Judge Crane and Chief Judge Car- 
dozo, reached this conclusion: 

“The conclusion follows that the 
life, health and safety of the inhabi- 
tants of the City of New York are 
not, under the home rule amend- 
meat, a city concern which can be 
locaiized and delimited by the city 
bounderies, but the concern cf the 
whole State."’ 


Judge O'Brien's Dissenting Opinion. 
Judge O'Brien in his dissenting 
opinion declared in part: 
‘This statute now before us can- 


not, any more than innumerable 
other laws, be utterly divorced from 
all effect upon the health, safety 
and well being of people residing 
outside New York city. Its rela- 
tion to the State as a whole must, 
however, he considered so extremely 
remote as to be almost entirely negli 
gible. Its underlying purpose is the 
protection of occupants of multiple 
dwellings located in that city. It is

FOREST FIRES RACE ON

Seattle Man Dies of Injaries in 
Fighting Blaze—Damages 
Placed at Millions.

alike to all cities. I may not analyze 
now the provisions of such statutes, 
for their validity is not now in ques- 
tion. I merely point out that in 
many, If not all, of these statutes the 
effect on legislative powers of the 
cities is not substantial. Thé Legis- 
lature, as we have pointed out, is re- 
stricted only when it acts in relation 
to the property, affairs and govern 
ment of cities, and an act may 
not fairly be said to be in relation to 
the government of a city merely be- 
cause, in an incidental and unsub- 
stantial manner, it may affect the 
government.” 

The office of Attorney General 
Ward gave out a statement concern- 
ing the decision. It said in part: 

“The favorable decision of the 
Court of Appeals sustaining the con- 
stitutionality of the Multiple Dwell- 
ings law is very gratifying. Several 
actions had been started in the city 
of New York to test this law. Al- 
though the opinion of the court is 
not yet available, it is believed that 
the decision in this case will deter- 
mine all.’’

Sponsors of Law Discuss Decision. 


Three of the prominent sponsors of 
the multiple dwelling law _ said 
yesterday that they believed archi- 
tects and builders generally will wel- 
come the decision of the Court of 
Appeals. 

Saying it would have been a 
“calamity’’ had the court decided 
otherwise, Peter Grimm, president of 
the Real Estate Board of New York, 
added: 

“The Real Estate Board of New 
York, Inc., has taken the leadership 
in sponsoring this measure because 
it felt it was in the best interests wf 
the community. It has always be- 
lieved that the opposition was mis- 
guided and that the antagonists of 
the measure fought it because they 
had not carefully studied the provi- 
sions of the bill.

‘Now multiple dwellings erected on 
sixty-foot streets in residential 
neighborhoods must be of the same 
bulk, whether they are for house- 
keeping or non-housekeeping.”’

—Our Policy in Latin America 
Stirs Lively Debate.

of many, the decline of the country

States. ‘ 

Addressing the evening mass meet- 
ing, Dr. Warren H. Wilson of New 
York City contended that the pres- 
ent state of the country church is a 
result of bad legislation in Congress 
and in national church bodies. 

Among the attacks, direct and in- 
direct, of the State upon the country 
people, Dr.. Wilson cited the tariffs 
which ‘‘protected manufacturers at 
the expense of farming until the 
farmer’s son or farmhand can get a 
better income in dollars in some De- 
troit factory than he can earn in the 
open country,’’ and asserted that the 
exodus from the country was ‘‘the 
direct result of forces which the gov- 
ernment has fostered since the time 
of Henry Clay.” 


Goods ‘Forced’ on the Péople. 

In the five y srs from 1922 to 1927, 
Dr. Wilson said, 2,000,009 country 
people left the farms who did not 
return, 


‘‘Mass production has come, as a 


resuit of fostering tariffs and intensi- 
fied engineering skill,"’ he said, 
‘and the goods have to be sold. 

“What was once a luxury has be- 
come a necessity, by dint of passion- 
ate advertising taught in schools 
endowed with the surplus wealth of 
bloated manufacture, and the Presi- 
dent of the United States could find 
nothing better to say to the assem- 
bled advertisers in Washington than 
that they should force these surplus 
quantities of goods upon the people 
who did not know they wanted 
them.”’ 

Nor was the tariff the only burden 
of government from which the farm- 
er suffers, Dr. Wilson added. 

‘‘What we need is relief from taxa- 
tion imposed already by govern- 
ment,.’’ he said. ‘‘These new roads 
laid down in a short and costly pe- 
riod for the convenience of motorists 
and the profit of manufacturers of 
motors will have to be paid for by 
the farmer in the greater part.’ 


Church Relies on Poorer Farmers. 


From these burdens the better and 
more intelligent farmers were pic- 
tured as fleeing to the city and the 
already impoverished by

Yet no State in the Union, the 
speaker asserted, has attacked the 
knotty problem of landlordism.

Here is a man—if one man did it-~who has caused 
more and deeper mental pain and anguish and actual 
physical suffering than the Napoleonic wars, yellow 
fever and bubonic plague.

When, as and if the culprit is found and convicted, 
fitting punishment should be devised and something 
should be done about enlarging the program by tor- 
turing such greenkeepers as place the holes on ridges 
or sidehills of rolling greens. Golfers, whose two- 
fcoters curled past the lip and rolled on down to be- 
come five-footers on the far side, will realize the jus-

Further Résearch. 


While the research professors are peeking back 
through the archives for information on the size of 
the hole, they might look up one or two more points 
on which the average follower of the game is at sea. 
For example, who set eighteen holes as the legal limit 
for a golf ccurse? 

In the ancient days when things had come to such 
a pretty pass that James II issued an edict that ‘‘fute- 
ball an? golf be utterly cryit down and nocht usit,” a 
golf course was composed of as many holes as the 
terrain permitted. 

In 1754, when some “noblemen and gentlemen be- 
ing admirers of the ancient and healthful exercise of 
the golf met and devised laws of the game” at St. 


Andrews, the famous course consisted of twenty-two 
holes, In 1764, the number was reduced to eighteen 
holes. Perhaps that set the style. 


What bold radical designed and used the first fron 
club in golf? From ancient illustrations it appears 
that all clubs were made of wood at one time. Some 
progressive spirit went in for iron, and now the irons 
outnumber the woods three to one and more. 


Really Ancient. 


In the year book of the United States Golf Associa- 
tion there is a section devoted to the rules and the 
title page there reads: ‘‘Rules of Golf as approved by 
the Royal and Ancient Golf Club of St. Andrews Sept., 
1908, amended 1909, 1910, 1912 and 1920, and as adopted 
by the United States Golf Association March 31, 1923.” 

That would leave golf looking like an ancient game 
with very modern rules, but, as a matter of fact, the 
real rules in golf are few and are as ancient as the 
game itself. The two important rules are: 

(a) Low score wins, and 

(b) Every stroke must be counted. 

These important regulations go all the way back to 
the fabled shepherd knocking a stone with his crook 
on the pasture land of ancient Scotland. They have 
changed the ball, the clubs and the courses. They 
have quarrelea over stymies and argued over centre- 
shafted clubs and steel shafts. They have debated 
about unplayable lies and have conferred on the out- 
of-bounds penalty. But the fundamental rules remain 
unchanged, and that, if you ask any duffer, is the 
worst of it.

CHINA'S TROUBLED FINANCES. 


Nationalist leaders in China are 
naturally making special efforts to 
induce Mr. T. V. SOONG to remain 
as Minister of Finance. His resig- 
nation would deprive them of the 
services of one of their ablest mem- 
bers, and might also be followed by 
internal quarrels in Nanking. Mr. 
has been for the last five 
years one of the sanest and most 
effective of the Nationalist leaders. 
While he has not always been in 
office, he has made serious efforts 
to establish the government's fi- 
nances on a sound basis. A graduate 
of Harvard University, he belongs 
to the so-called “ Soong Dynasty,” 
which includes the widow of the 
famous Dr. SUN YAT-SEN, the wife 
of President General CHIANG KaAI- 
SHEK, and Mrs, H. H. KUNG, whose 
husband the titular head of the 
clan of CONFUCIUS, 

It is commonly believed in foreign 
circles in China that there has not 
been complete harmony between the 
various members of this family. 
Two years ago Mme. SUN YAT- 
SEN sided with the extreme radicals. 
Mr. SOONG remained with the mod- 
erates. The wife of CHIANG KaAI- 
SHEK became a powerful personage 
behind the scenes, determined to 
strengthen her husband's position. 
Whether this has, incidentally, re- 
sulted in alienating her brother is 
not known. But if he stays out, 
CHIANG KAI-SHEK’S government will 
be weaker. 

The formal reason advanced by 
Mr. SOONG for wishing to resign is 
that he has been unable to keep 
down military expenditures. When 
the Nationalist Government extend- 
ed its sway to embrace the armies 
of its former opponents, it took on 
fresh obligations which were sure 
to be financially embarrassing. Sol- 
cannot be disbanded with an 
empty hand in China, as they then 
bandits who prey on the 
countryside. To retain enormous 
armies is, on the other hand, very 
expensive. As a result, most of the 
Nationalists’ revenues have had to 
go to the military arm. 

This is but one of many tangles in 
China. Granting the earnest desire 
of the Nanking Government to get 
rid ot the militarists and disband the 
soldiers, the practical execution of 
this policy is fraught with so many 
difficulties as to be virtually ims 
possible. In the general field of 
national! finance the difficulties have 
been formidable. The prolonged 
levying of “voluntary” contribu- 
tions by the war lords has induced 
wealthy Chinese to become experts 
in evading taxation. The age-old 
tradition of ‘ squeeze,”’ which sanc- 
tions the withholding of a percent- 
age by each official through whose 
hand a passes, has kept the 
sums which have finally reached the 
central government as small as they 
used to be under the old empire.

W. W. Brush, chief engineer of the 
Department of Water Supply, while 
giving reassurance that a water fam- 
ine is not imminent, tells to 
avoid wasteful leakage. It would be 
better if the Department of Water 
Supply would avoid water wastage 
on a large scale. 

Last vear, on the theory that the 
dam might be too weak—a theory 
scouted by independent engineers— 
the water in the reservoir at Boyd's 
Corners in Putnam County was low 
ered and about sixteen feet of the 
masonry torn away. To be sure it 
was said that the dam would be re- 
stored—‘‘some time’’—but Boyd's Cor- 
ners Reservoir, which was the most 
oeautiful of all Croton watershed 
lakes, is a blot on the landscape. 

In the meantime water has been 
running wastefully away by tens of 
millions of gallons. Mr. Brush may 
reply that this actually accounts for 
only a fractional percentage of the 
City’s water supply. Even it 
amounts to more than millions of 
leaking water taps in New York 
City’s apartments. And a year has 
elapsed without any attempt being 
made to restore the reservoir to its 
capacity and to its beauty.

Bank Rate Advance Expected 
to Bring Easier Money Con- 
ditions This Autumn. 


It was not until after all markets 
had closed yesterday that the day's 
most important financial develop- 
ment was announced. This was the 
increase in the New York Federal 
Reserve Bank rate to 6 per cent 
after it had been stationary at 5 for 
more than a year, and theefurther 
expansion brokers’ loans by 
$60,000,000, putting the borrowings 
across the $6,000,000,000-mark for the 
first time.

CITY RENT LAWS FACE TEST.
